MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE, 
Communication from Messrs. Judson and Hough. 
REV, AND DEAR SIR, Ranaoon, November 7th, 1816” 


_ It is with peculiar satisfaction that we are at length able to address a 
letter to the Board in our joint capacity. We hada joyful meeting in 
this place the 15th ult. Mr. Hough has settled in one part of the Mis- 
sion-house ; and we are now united, both as a church of Christ, and ae 
a Mission Society. Our regulations on the latter point we here submit 
to the Board. It will be evident at first sight that these régulations have 
a prospective view, and are framed somewhat differently from what they 
would have been, had we not expected that our Society would soon be 
enlarged. But we bope that the time is not far distant when they. will re- 
ceive the signature of Brother Rice also. Indeed we hope for more 
than this; we hope that one or two others will be found to accompany 
Mr. Rice. | htt 3 4 
It is true that one of us remained about three years in this place without 

uttering any Macedonian cries. But we apprehend that the time is now 
come when it is consistent with the strictest prudence to lift up our voica 
and say, come over the ocean and help us. _ By a residence of three years 
in this country, many doubts which at first occurred are removed ; and 
many points concerning the practicability of a mission, andthe prospect 
of success, are ascertained. We cannot now enter much into detail ; but 
we desire to say, that we consider the mission established in this land. _We 
unite in opinion that a wide door is set open for the introduction of the re- 
ligion of Jesus into this great empire. We have at present no govern- 
mental interdict to encounter, and no greater obstacles than such as oppose 
the progress of missionaries in every heathen land. It appears to us (and 
may it so appear to our fathers and brethren). that God, in removing the 
English mission from this place, and substituting in their stead an Amer- 
ican Mission, is emphatically calling on the American churches to com- 
passionate the poor Burmans, and to send their silver, and their gold,’ 
and their young men, to this eastern part of the world, to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty, — : 

"From the accompanying articles of agreement you will be able to form 
some idea of the probable expense of a mission to this country. ‘The 
inonthly apprepriation for subsistence will necessarily be enlarged as our 
fumilies increase. It was originally fixed by the brethreu at Serampore, 
and has been found by Mr. Judson, just sufficient. to meet the common 
expenses for food and clothing. No expense is yet incurred for building 
or house-rent, as we are permitted to occupy the Mission-house erected by 
Messrs. Chater and Carey, and whichis the property of the Society in Eng- 
land: It is difficult te form any estimate of extra mission expenses, -auck 
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as (according to the Serampore plan) fall not within the compass of the 
seatien monthly allowance. These will be much larger than they are at 
present, when we commence operations on alarger scale. We propose 
to forward to the Boar d, at the close uf every year, a general swmmiary of 
receipts and-expend'tures, on account of the Mnission. 

It is with great pleasure that we announce the valuable present of a 
press and Burman types, made to us by the Seramipore brethren. We 
are now closing in a room for a teniporary printing office ; and hope very 
soon to issue a Gospel tract, which has been in readiness soine time, and 
which is intended to give the heathen around us some idea of the way of 
salvation through the Lord Jesus. But we cannot nieve one step in the 
way of printing wit thout money. Though favered with the press, in the 
first instance, gratis, we have already expended mn paper, freight, and san- 


dries, about four hundred rupees. -We therefore beg an iniinediate a ay) 


propriation, not only to liquidate the expenses 4K ady ieurred, but to en- 
able us to proceed in this all important part‘ef our work. Tlie accounts 
of the mission press we propose to keep distinct 4 ; and they shall be sub- 
mitted together with the accounts of the mission 

We know nsi how long the press will be permitted to remain in Ran- 
goon; we do nor, however, deprecate its removal toAva. Such wnieas- 
ure would doubtless tend to the furtherance of the cause, amd to the in- 
troduction of religion into the very heart of the empire where Satan’s seat 
is. Butin this case, more men and more money would be imperionsly de- 
manded; and we trust that the patronage of the Board wi!l net fail us in 
these necessary points. We desire humbly to repeat to the Board what 
the first missionaries from the Baptist Society in England said to their 


friends, when‘on the point of embarkation im the great ‘work which seems 


estined to illamine Western India with the light of the Gospel. “ We 
are,”’ said they, ‘like men going down into a well ; you stand at the tops 
and hold the ropes. Do not let us fall.”” Hold ws up, brethren and fa- 
thers; and if health an life be spared to us, we hope, through the grace 
of God, to see eastern India also beginning to participate in the same glo- 
rious light. Many years may intervene in the latter as well as in the for- 
mer case; many difficulties and disappointments may try yeur faith and 
ours. But let patience have her perfect work 5 let us not ‘be weary vf well 
doing ; for in due time we shall reap, if we faint not.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT. 

In order more effectually, under the blessing of our Lord and Master, 
to accomplish the important work for which we have come into this hea- 
then land, we, the undersigned, form a union on the following principles, 
viz. 

1. We give ourselves to the Lord Jesus Christ, and to one another, by 
the will of God. 

2. We agree to be kindly affectionated one towards another with broth- 
erly iove, in honor preferring one another; feeling that we have one Mas- 
ter, even Christ, and that all we are brethren. 

3. We agree in the opinion that our sole object on earth is to introduce 
the religion of Jesus Christ into the empire of Burmah; and that the 
means by which we hope to effect this are translating, printing, and dis- 
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tributing the Scriptures; preaching the Gospel: circulating religious 
‘Tracts, and promoting the instruction of native children. 

4. We agree therefore to engage in no secular business for the purpose 
of emolument: and not at all, unless in the opinion of the brethren the 
great object of the mission can he best promoted thereby. 

5. We agree to relinquish all private right to remittances from America, 
avails of labor, and compensation for service; in a word, to place all mon- 
ey and property, from whatever quarter accruing, in the mission fund ; 
provided, that nothing in this article be construed to affect our private 
right to inheritances or personal favors, mot made in compensation of ser- 
vice. 

6° We agree that all the members of the mission family have claims on 
the mission fund for equai support, in similar circumstances; the claims .~ 
of widows and orphans not to be in the least affected by the death of the .. 
head of their family. But it is to be anderstood, that no one shall have a. 
right to adopt achild into the mission family, so as toentztleitto the clainis . 
secured in this article, but by consent of the brethren. 

7. We agree to educate our children with a-particelar reference to:the 
object of the mission ; and if any expense be- necessary or expedient for 
this purpose, it shall be defrayed from the mission fund. 

8. All 2ppropriations from the mission fund shall be made by a majority 
of the missionary brethren united in this compact; subject, however, to 
the inspection ef our patrons, the Board.

October 22, 1816. Agreed, that while no expense 48 inevrred ‘for 
house-rent, the monthly appropriation for food: and clothing, and other 
common expenses of a personal nature, bethe sane as proposed by the Se- 
rampore brethren in the case of Mr. Judson, viz. one hundred.and thirty 
rupees, payable in Bengal, for a man and wife, and ten fora child; thrs 
snaking the monthly allowance for two couples aud three children, which 
now compose the mission family, two hundred and ninety rupees. This 
sum is intended for personal subsistence, independently of all public and. 
extraordinary expenses, which are to be detrayed by special appropria-- 
trons. | 

Agreed also, that all expenses attending ‘the press shall be referred to - 
a separate aceount, and defrayed from menies granted for the perpose by 
the Board. | A. JUDSON. :

Abstract of the Figst Report of the Board of Missions, to the General Aa: 
semily of the Presbyterian Church.— May, 1817. 


Mr. Joan Monterrn* was appointed a Missionary, three months in De- 
troit, and one month on missionary ground on his way. On the 27th of 
June. Mr. Monteith arrived at Detroit ; and he states he was so cordially 
received by the people, that it appeared unnecessary to bear any longer 
the character of a missionary. He js now settled in that place, and has 
entered ona wide field of usefulness. ‘ The profaneness of the soldiers,” 
says Mr. Monteith, “exceeds any thing I ever imagined. ‘There is no 
Sabbath in this country. But what is remarkable, though I have openly 
and plainly held forth the peculiar doctrines of the gospel, both in publie 
and in private, 1 am apparently treated with the greatest respect by all de- 
scriptions of people, and have not heard a word spoken against religion. 
It meets with no opposition, but the practice of the peaple.” 

In his second communication he says “FI am about 200 miles distant 
from any Presbyterian minister. [ feel the weight of my task. Isgmor- 
ance and wickedness prevail around me, and there is scarce an individual 
to give me assistance. All the Christian zeal perceivable is among the 
Methodists. ‘The army is witheut a chaplain, and I have more than [ am 
able to perform. My success has been great in reforming morals ; but no 
conversions have appeared. I am not at all discouraged, but am anxious 
to have assistance. Salvation belongeth ta the Lord.” 

As Mr. Monteith travelled in public conveyances, he had no opportunity 
for acting as a missionary in his way to Detroit. But he obtained from the 
peop'e of that place, after agreeing to settle among them, their consent to 
spend a month in missionary labors in the destitute settlements in the sur- 
rounding region. He accordingly visited Raisin, the Rapids of the Mi- 
aii, Sandusky, Cleaveland, and other places, and preached very frequent- 
Jy. This tract of country through which he passed, he deems very suita- 
ble missionary ground ; and he is of the opinion that it is important imme- 
diately to occupy it by our missionaries. If a missionary sent to that 
country were acquainted with the French language, he might do good by 
conversing with the French privately. “After much inquiry,” he says, 
“| have not been able to find a single French Bible in the place :” and 
speaking of the settlements of Fort Meigs and Raisin, he observes, they 
“‘are utterly neglected, yet L am confident that Societies could now” be 
foymed in both places. ‘Lhe people are anxious for it. eas

JOURNAL OF ABDOOL MESSEEH. 
(Continued from page 67.) 


January 11. 1815. Usual service performed. This day, Roshun tT 
lee, an inhabitant of Shumsabad, arrived trom Abdool’s friend at Luek- 
mow, and inquired for Abdool in ‘the city. The persons whom he asked 
apoke opprobriously of Abdool and his belief; andsaid, “* What! do you 
want to go to that Kuttra, and: be deceived 1 iF or God’s sake, don’t go. 
You had much better continve your journey.” The man replied, “ My 
good friend, L only asked the way to the Kuttra: I did not ask your 
adviee. You seem strange madmen bere. At last an Armenian poin- 
ied out the. way; when he came, and related to Abdool what liad pas- 
sed. 

Jan, 12. Tlis morning, during service, a man called out atthe door 
of the Kuttra for a light: another calléd to him not to take fire there, for 
it was impure. ‘This “afterward afforded much amusement to the Chris- 
tians. In the evening, the usual European and native congregation atten- 
ded, and heard prayers anda sermon, Afterward, Abdool-had_private-— 
prayer with his family. 

Jan. 13. This morning, after service, and the instruction of twelve~ 
school-boys in the Gospel, information was "received that the snaall- -pox had . 
broke out on Kbyrut Messeeh and Rustoom Messeeh. The neighbors. . 
pressed the mother to perfornrthe usual ceremonies ;. to which she answer-~: 
ed, that such things were not suitable to Christians. 

January 16, 1815. ‘After service, and instruction of school-boys, .as 
Abdool was conversing with one-of the-sisters, a man arrived to say that 
sister Catherine, and Mihirban Khanum and Muriam, were assembled, 

and wished him to read the Gospel tothem. He went and read one chap- 
ter. Mihirban Khanum appears much-impressed. Afterward, refresh- 
‘ments were prepared; but Abdool, being unwell, excused hisuself and 
xeturned. 

Jan. 17. During serviee, two very good-looking men entered the Kut- 
‘tra, and asked if this was the Padre Sahib’s Kuttra. One ceiving an al- 
dirmative answer, they asked where Abdool Messeeh was. Beh adur Mes- 

_ geeh pointed him ont. Abdoo! had begun reading achapter of the Gospe!. 
‘The two men came up, and saluted Abdool. Through respect to the 
‘Word of God he did not then return thew salutation. After service he 
-conversed with them. They said they had come from the ariny of Ma- 
‘homed Shah Khan, to purchase articles at Agra 3 aud, lavieg heard -of 
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his apostacy in the army, they cat 
and they should tell the Khan what they had seen and beard. They ask- 
ed several questions respecting the faith of the Christians ; and, on the 
Rules for Candidates being shown them, they becanie much displeased,

and departed. ) 

Jan. 18. As Abdool was standing by the Kuttra doar, looking am for 
the Christians to come te service, a man, called Uslum | eg, passed hy on 
horseback. On seeing Abdool, be urged his herse up te him. and spat up- 
on him. calling him an orp ebiovs vame. Abdool wiped his face with 
his hardkerelnef and said, “I pray God to pardon wl yeur sins!” ‘Lhe 
ma’ laughed, ano w nt his way. 

Jan. 20. Two or three Hindoos, with marks drawn on their forebeads, 
ere and asked after the Padre Shih, and said that they had heard re- 

orts of him in the army of the Muharai, and greatly regretted that they 
had no opporiunity of paying their respects to him. ‘They had heard, 
they said, that he was an Incarnation among the Europeans, and that ma- 
ny persons had from his preaching become Christians. ‘They remained 
four houra, making many inquiries respecting the origin and efiects of the 
Christiar Faith, and then ceparted. 

Jan. 21. Five or six poor widew women of the city were present at 

worship. After service, they inquired after the Padre Sahib. Abdool 
answered, that he had not obtained any relief from his complaint 5 and that 
he had heard that he had gone on board ship with his lady, with the inten- 
tion of proceeding to England, they replied, “ We all remain with uplifted 
hands in prayer, that Almighty God would bring him back in health, 
and sofety to his eountry.” Abdool gave them a trifle, and then examin- 
ed the boys of the Loparke Mundee School, who had come tor that pur- 
pose. 
Jan. 22. In the morning, Ahdool, with Inaynt Messeek, and Newazish 
Messeeh, atter ded the chapel. Besides the usual native congregation, seve- 
ral friends, witn their wives and children, were present. At 3 o’clock, 
various friends, witi the servants of many other gentlemen, and many 
Ciristians of the city, attended with gladness. 

Jan. 22, Molwee Kumur’ooddeen, an inhabitant of Murrerut, who 
was proceeding to Ajmevie to visit Maiyun’ooddeen, seeing Inayut Mes- 
seeh standing at tue Kuttra door, inquired after Abdool, and came with his 
com)azion into the Kuttra: accosiing Abdool, he said, | am come from 
Lucknow, where [ met yeur younger brother, who has called himself Yu- 
suf Messeeh; and I understood, from his conversation, that he also has 
apostatized, like yourself. I therefore suppose, that, one by one, your 
whole fannily will become apostates.” He then inquired the site of the 
church, and the opinions of men in that quarter. When he heard the 
Stute of atfairs, and the spread of the Gospel, he was greatly astonished ; 
and frowning, and eyeing one by one all the menin the Kuttra, he depar- 
ted. 
Jan, 24. After service and instruction of the school-children in the 
Gospel, Abdoo] tovk a turn for his health along the bank of the river. 
Te proceeded tith he ar:i-ed at the Hukeem’s garden, where he saw tive 
or Six young men conversing together. When he had approached near to 
them he sainted them. They made no return. He supposed that they 
had not heard him, and repeated his salutation in a louder voice. They 
replied by a term o: abuse. Abdoo) said, *‘Is such the answer to salu- 
tation required by the Mahomedan religion?” They said, “ Yes, tosuch 
ws you,” Abdool said, “God forgive you ;” and remained siient, He 
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afterward heard one of them sav to another, “Tf you had tis fellow in 
the plain, what would you do with hin 1”? He answered, “1 would sabre 
him :” another said, i would cut his tongue out, and put a stop to his de- 
ceiving and preaching of ties.” Abdool, not thinking it of any use to talk 
to them, returned home. . 

Jan. 25. In the morning, Abdool, after performing service to the 
Brethren, went to the Loparke Mundee school, to ing:tire after the schol- 
ars. He heard from the master, that a teacher ot the writer caste had 
_been endeavoring te cajale the parents ef the children into the belief that 
it was wrong to allow their children to be instructed in the English School, 
and to permit them to read the Gospel ; for that, one by one, all the chil- 
dren would became Christ:ans, Through the grace of God, the children 
perceived a'l he said to be nonsense; and having satisfied their parents, 
came to the school, and said they would never give up reading there. 

Jan, 26. After breakfast, Abdool was occupied in disputing with two 
or three Hindoos, who caine for that purpose, After much debate, at noon 
they took leave. 

Jan. 27. Afterthe nsual service at seveno’clock, and instruction of the 
child-en, Abdool was going hame to breakfast. Just then a stranger, 
newly arrived at Agra, came to visit him. He hegan by saying, that he 
had come from the Punjab 5 aud having heard Aldooi’s name exceedingly 
ill spoken of in the city, the men of which called him infidel and apostate, 
and a renegade from th e Faith of Mahomed, he caine to ascertain the fact ; 
and if, which God forbid, he should have been correctly informed, to in 
quire the cause. Abdool replied, ** My friend, L was formerly a Mussul- 
man: nay, I was forward in the Mussulman Faith; and all my family 
have been Mussuimen. When I read the Holy Book, I found that the 
Mahomedan Faith has not thetruth. I,therefore quitted thataway. The 
visitor said, “* This is very strange, You appear to have been well enough 
as a Mussulman. A dog or ahog would abhor such conduct as yours ; 
and, in my whole life, I never saw one so cursed as you, who so shame- 
lessly declare ‘I was once a Mnssulinan, and am become a Christian.’ 
Curse on your conduct? And, alas! that Mahomedamsm is becone so 
degenerate! Were youin my ‘city, the citizens would quickly speed you 
to hell.” Abdool answered, “ My good sir, yon condescended to inquire, 
after your servants affairs: your servant simply related them. Do you 
break into such at the first hearing of facts? Would you remain silent 
but a moment, your servant would lay a statewent of the Holy Gospel 
hefore you. If it be found worthy of approval, well. I there be any 
evil in it, command what punishment y you willon this sinner.”” Tlie stran- 
ger answered, “ [t is no injury that Ido you ; since the Prophet has forbid- 
den our reading and hearing tue Gospel, which has been abrogated. He 
then rose and departed. 

Jan. 25. A man came from sister Dobee Muriam Khanum, to say that 
the corpse of sister Jygrm had been brought frou Gualior for interment 
in the garden of Padre Juntos ; and if Abdool and his companions would 
vo, it would be esteemed friendly. They accordingly set out. In the 
way, they learnt fiom a friend, that the Kbhaz-e (Judge: of the city had 
also gone through complaisance, When they aroved near the garde, they 
found that a great dispute had arisen between the servants of Padre Ange- -. 
lo andthe Armenian Padre, so that they would vot allow the Padre to 
be put into the ground, and at last swords were drawn. Lnayut Messeeh 
advised that they should not go; for that, in the Holy Gospel, we are con 
manded to be Aurmless as duves, but wise gs serpynis 3 aad it would be ve- 
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ry wrong that Abdool’s name should appear in such a business, Abdool 
greatly approved his advice, returned home, and remained till midnight 
occupied upon his sermon. 

Jan. 29. Inthe morning the usual congregation assembled to service. 
At four in the evening, various friends, and their wives, children, rela- 
tions, and servants, attended prayers anda sermon. Afterward, Mr. Ly- 
on asked Abdool to go and have prayers at his house. On arriving, they 
found several person assembled-there: at nine they had service, alter which,

When- 
ever you visit a tavern, especially on the Sabbath, instead of your accus- 
tomed glass of punch, take a glass-of strong beer or ale, and reserve what 
you saved by this method, for the use of some missionary society. Pur- 
sue this course for one year, at which time you will find yourss|It enabled 
to make a very considerable donation ; and you will feel that secret satis- 
faction which you never knew ina tavern, ‘But this is not your only come 
pensation :—your health will remain animpaired; you will become amore 
respectable member of society, and in short your actions will be registered 
awwhere you will receive a reward according to your deeds.

THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


On Wednesday, May 7, was held the thirteenth Anniversary of this In- 
stitution, at Freemasons’ Hall, London: at which their pious and noble 
patron, Lord Teignmouth, presided, who was supported by the Bisb- 
ops of Salisbury, Norwich, Gloucester, and Cloyne, the Earl of Elgin, 
Lord Gambier, and several respectable Members of the British Parlia- 
ment. 

The Report briefly mentioned the flourishing state of the Society, and 
its rapid extention through the world. The spirit of peace had poured 
onthe world a rich abundance of nioral and intellectual blessings. Chris- 
tian knowledge is now confined to no country: the African and the Asiat- 
ic—the Hottentot and the Hindoo, are enabled to trace the mind of God 
in the pages of Scripture, and rejoice in there contemplating a sublimer 
revelation than in sun, moon, and stars. ‘The crescent of Mahomet sinks 
before the rising beams of Christianity ; a Mahometan aged 40 had learn- 
ed to read, purposely that he might read the Scriptures. The first Bible 
sold in Africa was to a Hottentot. An African said of the Scriptures, 
** These are the weapons that will conquer Africa—they have conquered 
me.” ‘The Report stated the formation of various Bible Societies at home 
and abroad, particularly in. Russia, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, &c. and 
even among the Catholics, thousands of whom now read the Bible: also 
in the East and West Indies, America, and Africa, where a Hottentot of 
50 years of age learned to read that he might read the Bible. The Re- 
port concluded with giving thanks to God for a disposition to encouraye 
the distribution of the Scriptures, and imploring the Divine blessing on its 
exertions. 

The Report, together with the whole proceedings of this meeting, were 
replete with the most lively interest, and equally encouraging with those 
of any former Anniversary; but as we expect to be enabled to furnis!: 
_ our readers with a detailed account in our next Neuber, we shall for the 
present confine ourselves to a few of the most prominent facts staied in 
the Report. 

The object of the Society is increasingly felt and promoted in every 
quarter of the globe, and new fields are continually opening for the dispen- 
sation of its bounty, by encouraging the establishment of Societies for 
perpetuating the distribution of the Holy Scriptures, by granting to them 
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pecuniary aid at their establishment, and in the progress of printing large 
editions of the Holy Scxiptures.—Among the Ronan Catholics upon the 
continent large impressions of the New Testament have heen circulated 
at the charge of the Society, as well:as to Protestants situated in Cath- 
olic countries, which have been attended with the most beneficial re- 
sults. 

The Auxiliary Societies in the United Kingdom, although much in- 
creased in number, continue their operations with vigor; and, notwith- 
standing the past year has been one of peculiar distress, they have con- 
tributed to the Parent Enstitotion no less than 52,0271. 9s. Sd. ; [upwards 
of two hundred and thirty-one thousand dollars,| and as their local wants 
become supplied with the Holy Scriptures, they progressively allot a con- 
siderable portion of those contributions to the general purposes of the Pa- 
rent Institution, without requiring any return in Bibles and Testaments, 
thereby enabling them to promote more_extensively the printing and circu- 
lation of the Holy Scriptures in countries destitute of the Word of Life. 
—The sum of 21,954/. 7s. 6d. has been received during the past year for 


Bibles and Testaments.—The total set receipts was 84,040/. I7s. 4d. 
{upwards of three hundred and seveaty-four thousand dcliars,| and the. 


net expenditure 89,230, 9s. 9d. [almagt four hundred thousand dollars. | 

The total number of Bibles issued during the year, ending the 31st 
March last, was 92,239, and of Testaments 100.782: making the whole 
number issued by the Society exceed A MILLION AND THREE 
QUARTERS of copies of the Holy Scriptures. 

After the Report was read, apologies for unavoidable absence were re- 
ceived from the Bishop of Durham, Lord Exmouth, and Mr. Vansittart. 

W. Wilberforce, Esq. M. P. congratulated the Society on the favorable 
Report just read, and on the animating intelligence it contained. My 
Lord, (said Mr. W.) you have even awakened Siberia itself to life and ac- 
tion.” Mr. W. moved the acceptance and printing of the Report. 

The Right Rev. Bishop of Sarissury seconded this motion. 

Thanks to the President were moved by the Right Rev. the Bishop 
of Grioucester, who, after stating the feelings with which the Report 
should impress us, such as gratitude, patience, perseverance, Ac. sugges- 
ted the impertant inquiry, whether we ourselves have been making a dili- 
gent and profitable use of that treasure so long committed to us, in the dai- 
ly devout perusal of it, and prayer over it. “ Itrust (said his lordship) I 
shall be excused touching upon this point, because it arises from an ardent 
aiesire to promote this good cause, and an endeavor in my humble way to 
make it all pure within as well as all glorious without.” 

Sir T. Acktanp, Bart. M. P. “In approaching your lordship, I ap- 
proach the centre of the greatest circle this world ever saw—it ‘reaches 
not only to the ends of the earth, but of the heavens.” Sir Thomas ad- 
ded, that England had the distinguished honor of accomplishing two great 
works, the abelition of the slave trade, and the establishment of the Bible 
Society. 

Presment. If I were to namea day in my life attended with a pecui- 
jar blessing, I would name the day on which I became a mesiber of this 
society. He added, that it his abilities were equal to his love io the So- 
ciety, he should be more deserving of their thanks. 

WW. Money, Esq. M. P. in moving to the Right Hon. and Rev. Vice- 
Presidents, adverted to the horrid blasphemy of “ a living god” in India. 
I heard (said Mr. M.) of a being impiously styled “ the living god,” and 
1 found him an ignorant boy of about 14 or- 15 years of age, sitting in a 
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‘temple surrounded hy his worshippets. His story was thist about 160 or 


170 years age, a Budha of conseqitence was told in a vision that there 
should be seven incarnations of a god in his family. The seven incarna- 
tions exvited, and the priests added a supernumerary one, and when the 
people heard of it they only considered it as displaying the extraordinary 
power of their god. Mr. M. mentioned also the conversion of a Budlia 
priestin Ceylon, who had become a Christian minister. 

Rey. G. Crayton observed, that the spirit of this Society, though drag- 
ge:| into controversy, had exhibited the ineekness and gentleness of Christ. 
<< some subordinate officers (like myself) may have veen chafed and fret- 
ted: but when we come to our Secretary and say, My father shall we 
smite the-u2 shall awe smite them?” He has answered, “Thou shalt not smite 
them : wouldst thot smite those whom we have taken captive with our 
sword and with our bow? ‘Set bread and water before them that they 
may eat and drink, and go to their master.” (Se¢ 2 Kings vi. 20, 21.) 
This Society also reminded him of the blessing of Jacob, “‘ Joseph is a 
fruitful bough, whose branches run over the wall.” On one side the wall 
I see mitred greatness, on the other humble dissent; but the branches 
meet over the wall, and there is no Sectarian flavor in the wine—it is the 
wine of the kmegdom, and rejoices the heart both of Ged and man. 

Sir Geo. Gray moved thanks to the Royal Dukes who patronized the 
Societv—York, Kent, Sussex, Gloucester, and Cumberland. 

J. Way anp, jun. Esq. in seconding these thanks, remarked the good 
effects of the Bible in promoting habits of industry as well us morals and 
religion among the poor. 

Rey. Dr. Mason, of New-York, Secrétary to the American National Bi- 
ble Society, observed: There was a general sentiment that all light must 
beam from east to west: but the Sum of Righteousness was subject to no 
sich law. On tltis occasion he has been pieased to arise in the western isle 
of Britain, and from thence to beam his light upon the dark shores of In- 
dia, with a glory never to be extinguished. ‘It is in vain to talk of op- 
position now, my Lord (said Dr. M.) when the Bible Society forms the 
moral machinery of the world. All the great and formidable column: 
which have been arranged under its banners have but one word of com- 
mand from on high, and that word is—onward /” He moved the thanks 
to the Committee, which was seconded b 

Rev. R. Watson, (Secretary to the Methodist Mission,) also thanked 
the Society for communicating so fully their operations and success, which 
was enough almost to make. us forget the miseries of the world, in the ex- 

ectation of its future glory. ‘The young man may now well rejoice in 
ti youth, because he may live to see the glorious results. ‘‘ We see be- 
fore us (said he) the scene of a soft and beauteous sun-rise, the rays of 
which shed a brilliant light, as well upon the cottages of Siberia as upo 
the imperial palaces.”

To remove, if possible, this inconvenience, 
which began to grow upon, them, and to the fa- 
cility of remittances, the mecting of the cashiers 
we have alluded to, is supposed to have taken 
place. The cashiers of the above named state 
banks, (the banks of the U. States not being pre- 
sent by auy representative,) entered iato an ar 
rangement, by which it was agreed that the state 
banks should draw and te-draw upén each other. 
as had once heen the case; should have regular 
settlements of these tratisactions, and whatever 
balance one should fall in debt to the other, to be 
discharged in specie. however, suppose 
that the banks of New-York may not be willing 
to accede to this afrangement—the balance of 
trade with the other dealing towns, being at pre 
sent in favor of New-York.
